Department, Government of West Bengal (hereinafter 
referred to as the said authorised person) to take over the 
management of Messrs. India Belling and Cotton Mills 
Limited, Seramporc, West Bengal (hereinafter referred to as 
the said industrial undertaking) for a period of five years 
from the 6th September, 1974;
